One  of  the  world's  noted  statesmen,  Earl  Attlee,  former  Prime  Minister  of 
Great  Britain  and  veteran  leader  of  the  British  Labor  Party,  will  on  February  19th 
give  a   lecture  at  the  University. 

It  was  under  his  leadership  (1945-1951),  that  Great  Britain  nationalized  the 
basic  industries;  allowed  India,  Burma,  and  Ceylon  to  determine  their  own  future; 
joined  in  defeating  the  Berlin  blockade;  took  part  in  the  Korean  War  under 
United  Nations. 


Earl  Attlee  was  Winston  Churchill's  right-hand  man  during  the  World  War  II 
and  was  leading  the  government  whenever  Churchill  was  absent. 

Earl  Attlee's  appearance  at  Boston  College  follows  a  distinguished  number 
of  national  speakers  who  have  been  on  Campus  this  year  including  former 
President  Harry  S.  Truman.

Eagle  on  the  Tiber 


It  was  Thursday,  Dec.  11,  that  I 
took  the  crowded  bus  (which  is  the 
only  kind  we  have)  to  the  airport  to 
be  the  proud  one-man  Boston  College 
welcoming  committee  and  quickly  dis- 
covered that  I  was  small  fry.  There 
was  Cardinal  Cicognani  already  on 
hand,  with  Msgr.  Dante,  the  papal 
master  of  ceremonies,  Bishop  O'Con- 
nor, Rector  of  the  North  American 
College,  sundry  other  bishops,  monsi- 
gnors,  officials  from  religious  orders, 
a  representative  of  the  Italian  govern- 
ment, a  host  of  reporters,  photogra- 
phers, TV  and  film  cameramen,  and 
where  was  I?  I  stood  there  with  my 
flat  shovel  hat,  my  long  Roman  coat 
and  bulky  umbrella  feeling  like  Mr. 
Friendly  in  a  subway  rush.  It  was  like 
a  subway  rush,  too,  when  the  big  DC7 
dropped  quietly  out  of  the  sky  and  the 
crowd  that  always  invades  everything 
here  in  Rome  before  the  guard  gets 
organized  surged  past  the  barrier.  I 
was  one  of  the  crowd,  of  course. 

Out  stepped  Cardinal  O'Hara,  then 
Cardinal  Cushing,  then  Cardinal  Ci- 
cognani amidst  cheers  and  greetings 
and  photoflashes  as  the  more  distin- 
guished greeters  engulfed  Their  Emi- 
nences. Issuing  from  the  plane  behind 
them   came   a    mighty  band  of  eccle- 


siastics with  light-hearted  Bishops 
Minnehan  and  Wright  at  their  head 
followed  by  numerous  other  bishops, 
monsignors,  pastors,  and  bringing  up 
the  rear,  but  with  dignity,  Fr.  Michael 
P.  Walsh,  S.J.,  rector  of  B.  C.  and  Fr. 
Francis  J.  Gilday,  S.J.,  rector  of  B.C. 
High.  I  pushed  through  to  them  and 
bid  them  a  joyous  welcome  to  Rome 
before  plunging  into  the  more  serious 
questions  like  how  Amabile  had  looked 
against  H.C.  and  what  hit  Harvard 
on  the  B.C.  ice.  Then  I  found  that  we 
had  beaten  Holy  Cross  in  basketball, 
too.  This  was  almost  too  much. 

The  transit  from  the  airport  to  the 
Grand  Hotel  with  no  stop  for  customs 
was  the  final  proof  that  this  was  a 
prestige-laden  group.  Boston  imme- 
diately took  over  the  plush  hotel  and 
on  Fr.  Rector's  corridor  I  listened  mo- 
mentarily for  strains  of  "Southie  is  my 
Home  Town."  A  little  strolling  before 
dinner  gave  the  purveyors  of  rosaries, 
medals,  postcards  and  souvenirs  a 
chance  to  pounce  before  the  proper 
Bostonians  might  realize  that  those 
Italian  paper  notes  and  tinny  coins 
are  essentially  money. 

Now  was  launched  a  whirlwind 
week,  a  real  Roman  holiday,  because 
the    Boston    crowd    had    the    tourist 


routes  practically  to  themselves.  So 
they  ran  between  the  raindrops  which 
were  turned  on  and  off  like  a  faucet 
until  Fr.  Walsh  laughed  less  heartily 
at  my  "ombrello."  But  there  was  good 
weather,  too,  and  probably  a  snapshot 
here  and  there  came  out  properly.  To 
St.  Peter's  they  went  to  pray  at  the 
Apostle's  tomb  and  marvel  at  the  art 
of  Bramante,  Michelangelo  and  Berni- 
ni; then  to  St.  John  Lateran's,  the 
Pope's  cathedral  and  his  residence  for 
over  a  thousand  years;  to  St.  Mary 
Major's,  the  greatest  Church  of  Our 
Lady,  with  its  painting  of  the  Blessed 
Mother  piously  believed  to  have  come 
from  the  hand  of  St.  Luke.  Then  to 
St.  Paul's  Outside  the  Wall,  so  lovely 
with  its  mosaics  and  its  December 
roses  blooming  in  the  cloister  gardens. 
The  temperature  was  running  in  the 
SO's  and  60's  and,  even  with  the  rain, 
this  was  some  consolation  compared 
to  the  artic  blasts  that  saw  the  groups 
off  from  Noddle  Island. 

Listening  to  the  tourist  guides  (who 
sound  as  erudite  as  his  own  profes- 
sors) Fr.  Walsh  shifted  from  foot  to 
foot  and  marveled  at  the  stamina  of 
tourist  arches.  But  on  and  on  remorse- 
lessly they  moved,  to  the  treasures  of 
the     Vatican     Museum,     the     Sistine 


Chapel,  Castel  San  Angelo,  the  Roman 
Forum,  the  Colosseum,  the  Catacombs 
and  the  Trevi  fountain,  whose  green 
waters  closed  over  a  tidy  profit  in  Bos- 
ton coins.  (This  was  just  another 
fountain  before  the  "Three  Coins" 
movie  and  now  it  is  said  to  be  good 
for  #15,000  a  year  for  the  govern- 
ment. The  fancy-dress  police  must 
keep  a  sharp  eye,  however,  for  little 
boys  who  aim  to  cut  in  on  the  profits.) 
There  were  still  the  Spanish  Steps, 
Trinita  dei  Monti,  the  Tiber  and  its 
bridges.  (We  decided  that  Ed  Gal- 
lagher could  easily  clear  the  tawny 
waters  with  a  #9-iron.)  Then  we 
thrilled  to  the  Sunday  noon  blessing 
of   the    Holy   Father    given   from   his 


study   window    to    the    throng    in    St. 
Peter's  Square. 

On  hand  to  guide  Fr.  Walsh  and  Fr. 
Gilday  to  some  spots  not  touched  by 
standard  tours  was  a  threesome  of 
Boston  Jesuits.  There  were  Fr.  James 
Risk,  S.J.,  former  Professor  of  Ethics 
at  B.C.  and  now  Professor  of  Canon 
Law  at  the  Gregorian  University;  Fr. 
Francis  Sullivan,  S.J.,  of  West  Rox- 
bury,  now  Professor  of  Fundamental 
Theology  at  the  same  university;  and 
myself,  transplanted  after  ten  years 
of  teaching  on  the  Heights  to  an  in- 
definite stay  on  the  Quirinal.  Here  at 
the  Gregorian  I'm  converting  my 
Modern  Psychology  courses,  jokes  and 
all,  into  Latin  that  would  curl  Cicero's 


hair.  Between  us  we  managed  to  steer 
our  visitors  to  the  rooms  where  St. 
Ignatius  and  St.  Francis  Borgia  worked 
and  died;  to  the  Jesuit  Church  of  San 
Andrea,  Bernini's  jewel-case  master- 
piece, favorite  locale  for  Roman  wed- 
dings, where  the  body  of  St.  Stanis- 
laus lies  enshrined;  and  to  San  Cle- 
mente,  Cardinal  O'Connell's  famous 
diaconal  church  with  its  extensive  ex- 
cavations. 

Also  under  the  head  of  Jesuit  rela- 
tions, was  a  wonderful  visit  of  Fr. 
Walsh  and  Fr.  Gilday  to  Fr.  John 
Baptist  Janssens,  S.J.,  Superior  Gen- 
eral of  the  Jesuits  throughout  the 
world.  With  them  to  represent  our 
alumni   was  Jackie   Shea.   '57,  son  of

In  ermxne,  Cardinal  Cushing 
approaches  the  Papal  Throne 


Commander  Shea  and  now  doing  bril- 
liant work  for  his  Ph.D.  in  the  classics 
at  Harvard.  Fr.  General,  speaking 
fluent  English,  expressed  his  deep 
paternal  interest  in  the  work  of  Bos- 
ton College  and  Boston  College  High 
School,  sending  to  these  institutions 
and  their  alumni  his  fatherly  blessing. 
Our  greatest  alumnus,  Cardinal 
Cushing,  they  discovered,  had  already 
been  at  the  Jesuit  Curia  before  them 
and  had  honored  Fr.  General  with  one 
of  his  first  calls  in  Rome.  It  had  been 
arranged  through  the  gracious  Fr.  Vin- 
cent McCormick,  S.J.,  assistant  to  Fr. 
Janssens  for  all  the  American  prov- 
inces, and  provided  an  opportunity 
to  express  to  Cardinal  Cushing  the 
gratitude  of  the  whole  Society  of  Jesus 
for  his  tremendous  benefactions  to  the 


New  England  Province.  Later  Fr. 
General  returned  the  compliment  of 
His  Eminence's  visit  by  attending  the 
reception  in  Cardinal  Cushing's  honor 
at  the  North  American  College. 

The  highlights  of  the  week  were, 
of  course,  the  ceremonies  surrounding 
the  bestowal  of  the  red  hat  and  con- 
cerning these  our  readers  are  doubt- 
lessly already  well  informed.  The  Big- 
lietto  ceremony,  held  at  the  North 
American  College,  was  essentially  the 
formal  delivery  of  the  news  of  His 
Eminence's  election  to  the  college  of 
Cardinals  and  the  public  reading  of 
the  document  in  the  booming  Italian 
of  Bishop  Minnehan  and  Bishop 
Wright's  sonorous  Latin.  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  were  dates  of  secret  con- 
sistory in  which  the  cardinals  received 


the  red  birettas,  the  familiar  eccle- 
siastical headgear  with  the  four  peaks 
and  a  pom  pom. 

Being  free,  therefore,  on  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  the  secret  consistory 
days,  the  Bostonians  ventured  into 
the  crazy  quilt  of  Roman  traffic. 
Crossing  the  streets  they  met  outra- 
geous vehicles  of  two,  three  and  four 
wheels  rushing  at  them  with  apparent 
intent  to  kill  but  always  managing  to 
miss.  They  tested  the  vigor  of  a  Roman 
crowd  in  the  buses  and  did  not  find 
it  wanting.  But  a  mere  "Permesso" 
uttered  with  a  smile  and  they  could 
push  people  vigorously  aside  with  no 
recriminations.  On  the  streets  they  be- 
held shepherds  in  from  the  hills  for 
Christmas,  blowing  on  ancient  bag- 
pipes, little  old  men  and  women  vend- 


ing  hot  chestnuts  from  tiny  pot  stoves 
for  a  pittance  that  would  save  them 
from  begging,  children  buying  taffy 
chopped  directly  from  the  "pulls"  at 
the  Christmas  carnival  stalls  in  the 
Piazza  Navona,  and  everywhere 
churches  of  great  antiquity  and  signi- 
ficance, rich  in  art  and  holy  relics. 

It  was  old  home  week  on  Tuesday, 
wrapped  up  in  one  evening  for  the 
New  England  province  Jesuits  now 
living  in  Rome  when  Fr.  Walsh  and 
Fr.  Gilday  treated  them  to  a  dinner. 
Besides  Fr.  Risk,  Fr.  Sullivan  and  my- 
self there  were  Fr.  Martin  McCarthy, 
S.J.,  lured  from  his  telescopes  at  the 
papal  astronomical  observatory  at 
Castel  Gandolfo;  Fr.  Mitchell  Dahood, 
S.J.,  professor  at  the  Biblical  Institute; 
Fr.  William  Macomber,  S.J.  from  the 
Oriental  Institute;  and  Fr.  William 
Burke,  S.J.,  currently  toiling  for  his 
doctorate  in  Ascetical  Theology  at  the 
Gregorian.  We  waxed  rapturous  on 
the  progress  of  B.C.  scholastically, 
athletically  and  every  way,  especially 
when  Fr.  Ed  Cowhig,  former  B.C. 
football  great  and  now  an  Army  Chap- 
lain in  Europe,  joined  our  group. 

Wednesday  was  free  again  but  rain, 
rain,  go  away!  (Every  one  carries  an 
umbrella  in  Rome  but  no  one  wears 
any  rubbers  to  protect  his  shoes  which 
are  fairly  expensive  here.  It's  a  puz- 
zlement.) Despite  the  rain  we  derived 
fine  cheer  from  the  news  of  B.C.'s  vic- 
tory over  Rhode  Island  in  basketball. 
Nice  work,  Dino!  And  in  the  evening 
there  was  more  comfort  for  all  in  a 
splendid  reception  tendered  Cardinal 
Cushing  at  the  North  American  Col- 
lege. 

Thursday,  Dec.  18,  was  the  climax 
of  the  Elevation  ceremonies  with  the 
bestowal  of  the  "galero"  or  red  hat. 
The  Boston  group  arrived  in  St. 
Peter's  a  good  hour  ahead  of  time. 
This  is  de  rigeur  if  one  wishes  to  se- 
cure his  rightful  seat;  the  waiting  is 
not  tedious.  The  great  basilica  was 
bathed  in  light,  revealing  the  magni- 
ficent ceiling,  the  mosaics  and  statues, 
and  Bernini's  exquisite  baldacchino  in 
all  their  breathtaking  detail.  Then 
there  were  uniformed  guards  to  watch 
as  they  moved  about, — Swiss  guards 
in  slashed  red  and  yellow,  noble  guards 
with  black-plumed  helmets,  Palatine 
guards  with  red  plumes,  "Gentiluo- 
mini"  with  their  ruffled  collars  and 
knee-length  pantaloons  courteously  di- 
recting the  seating.  Finally  a  dozen 
silver  trumpets  thrilled  every  heart  as 
the  procession  of  guards,  canons,  Vati- 
can officials,  new  and  veteran  cardi- 
nals moved  by.  Then  came  the  Holy 
Father  himself,  borne  aloft  in  the  sedia 
gestatoria,  smiling  and  blessing  us  as 
we  cried  spontaneously,  "Viva !  Viva  il 
Papa!" 

As  each  cardinal  came  forward  there

was  a  ripple  of  applause,  a  new  phe- 
nomenon in  church  for  the  proper  Bos- 
tonians,  but  they  caught  on  fast  and 
as  Cardinal  dishing  arose,  a  thunder- 
ous ovation  testified  to  the  number 
and  devotion  of  his  followers.  It  was 
an  impressed  and  inspired  group  that 
left  the  basilica,  deeply  consoled  to 
have  participated  with  their  Cardinal 
in  this  moment  of  holy  joy. 

But  Friday  may  have  been  the  best  of 
all.  In  historic  Clementine  Hall  of  the 
Vatican  the  group  had  that  memorable 
audience.  The  Holy  Father  was  so 
smiling,  so  warm  and  friendly.  He  was 
thoroughly  enjoying  it  and  so  were 
we.  Three  times  the  pope  paused  to 
permit  Cardinal  Spellman  to  trans- 
late his  words  and  at  one  point  they 
had  an  unintentional  little  tug  of  war 
for  the  microphone  which  caused  a 
general  smile.  That  was  the  mood  of 
the  audience.  The  Holy  Father  re- 
gretted his  inability  to  address  us  in 
English  but  averred  that  in  Paradise 
we  would  all  speak  "American."  The 
Holy  Father  said  he  was  reading  the 
Imitation  of  Christ  in  English  and 
studying  so  that  "when  these  two  boys 
return  to  Rome  (pointing  to  a  couple 
of  youngsters  in  the  group),  "I  shall 
talk  to  them  in  'American'."  Then  His 
Holiness  called  upon  Cardinal  Spell- 
man,  Cardinal  .Cushing,  and  Cardinal 
O'Hara  to  join  him  in  blessing  us. 
This  was  an  unusual  departure  for  a 
Pope,  perhaps  a  "first"  which  we  were 
privileged  to  enjoy. 

That  afternoon  Cardinal  Cushing 
took  possession  of  his  Diaconal  or 
Titular  Church  of  Santa  Susanna,  ad- 
dressing his  Roman  parishioners  in 
the  sincere,  forceful  style  which  we  so 
love  and  which  deeply  impressed  his 
new  flock.  In  the  evening  a  magnifi- 
cent reception  tendered  him  by  those 
same  parishioners,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Fr.  James  Cunningham,  S.S.P., 
of  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  week. 
And  finally  on  Saturday,  Ember  Sat- 
urday, a  day  liturgically  designated 
through  the  centuries  for  ordinations, 
His  Eminence  raised  to  the  ranks  of 
the  priesthood  Fr.  Vincent  Daley  of 
the  Boston  diocese,  who  was  com- 
mencing his  life  in  that  sacred  calling 
wherein  his  Archbishop  has  now  risen 
to  such  eminence  in  the  sight  of  God 
and  man. 

Then  came  Saturday  afternoon, 
Dec.  20.  It  was  all  bustle  and  packing 
and  farewells.  "Merry  Christmas!" 
they  shouted  and  though  we  recog- 
nized the  privilege  of  celebrating 
Christmas  Masses  in  the  Holy  City, 
we  felt  a  twinge  as  we  realized  they 
were  flying  to  a  Boston  Christmas 
with  family  and  friends.  "Keep  us  in 
your  prayers !"  they  cried.  "We  shall, 
we  shall,  and  in  our  hearts,  too.  Safe 
home!  God  bless  you!  Arrivederci!"

About  Bapst  Library 


Bapst  Library  is  fast  becoming  one 
of  the  busiest  spots  on  the  campus. 
The  notable  increase  of  its  patronage 
and  facilities  since  World  War  II  is 
best  summarized  by  the  following  sta- 
tistics: 
1945: 

Circulation    1 4,664 

Attendance   24,83 6 

Average  Daily  Attendance        100 
Average    Daily   Circulation        16 
1958: 

Circulation 95 ,920 

Attendance 167,576 

Average  Daily  Attendance  563 
Average  Daily  Circulation  325 
A  striking  instance  of  this  growth 
is  the  fact  that  in  a  single  month — 
November  of  the  year  just  concluded 
— Circulation  (11,299  vols.)  was 
greater  than  the  total  circulation  of 
1931. 

The  permanent  Library  Staff,  re- 
duced to  seven  during  World  War  II, 
has  been  increased  to  the  present  com- 
plement of  26;   there  are,  besides,  10 


student  assistants.  Library  hours  have 
been  extended  from  5  P.M.  to  11  P.M., 
Monday  through  Friday,  and  on  Sat- 
urday the  closing  hour  is  5  P.M.  in- 
stead of  noon.  And  during  the  past 
three  years  98,236  volumes  have  been 
acquired,  making  a  total  of  294,395 
volumes.  There  are  533  subscriptions 
to  current  periodicals. 

The  Bapst  Library  is  particularly 
rich  in  Special  Collections — one  of  the 
chief  elements  in  rating  a  library. 
These  Collections,  for  which  the  Libra- 
ry is  known  beyond  the  confines  of 
the  United  States,  include  the  com- 
plete works — in  first  and  limited  ed- 
itions —  of  Alice  Adeynell,  Coventry 
Patmore,  Francis  Thompson,  James 
B.  Connolly  and  Thomas  Merton.  All 
of  these  collections  are  rich  in  original 
MSS.  There  is  an  excellent  collection 
of  Maurice  Baring's  works  —  largely 
limited  editions,  privately  printed,  but 
it  is  not  as  yet  complete.  The  Irish 
Collection,  the  collection  of  rare  books 
and    Jesuitana    are    most    representa- 


tive. The  James  W.  Morrissey  Me- 
morial Collection  of  Japanese  Color 
Prints,  a  gift  from  the  Morrissey 
family,  included  38  prints  and  was  said 
by  a  well  known  expert  to  be  the  best 
collection  privately  owned,  when  pre- 
sented to  the  Library  in  1949.  Since 
that  time  27  prints  have  been  added 
by  members  of  the  Morrissey  family, 
two  by  Miss  Irene  N.  Harrington  and 
one  by  Mr.  Francis  E.  O'Brien.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  of  the  contrib- 
utors to  this  collection  one  is  an  alum- 
nae and  the  others  are  alumni.

The  Alumni  Neivs,  1956,  the  Fall 
issue,  has  already  recorded  the  crown- 
ing gift  to  the  Thompson  Collection — 
the  original  MSS  of  "The  Hound  of 
Heaven"'  and  the  Shelley  Essay — 
through  the  efforts  of  another  distin- 
guished alumnus,  the  late  John  J. 
Burns.    The    munificent    gift    of    the 
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Credo  Tapestry  from  the  Hearst 
Foundation  has  also  been  recorded 
and  described  in  the  Alumni  News, 
the  1954  Summer  issue.  The  Library's 
most  recent  acquisition  of  importance 
and  significance,  the  famous  drawing 
of  William  Butler  Yeats  by  one  of 
Ireland's  foremost  artists,  Sean  O'SuI- 
livan,  is  a  gift  from  Dr.  Christopher 
J.  Duncan,  President  of  the  Alumni. 

The  Librarium,  a  publication  issued 
at  intervals  for  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  is  largely  devoted  to  a  de- 
tailed description  of  these  important 
gifts  and  acquisitions.  The  Friends  of 
the  Library  is  an  organization  formed 
in  1951  for  the  purpose  of  helping  in 
matters  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Li- 
brary budget,  particularly  the  pur- 
chase of  rare  books  and  manuscripts 
and  the  publication  of  catalogs  of  our 
special  collections.  Members  are  ac- 
corded all  library  privileges  that  do 
not  conflict  with  student  demands.  A 
Patron  contributes  $1,000,  a  Life 
Member  $100  and  a  Sustaining  Mem- 
ber $5  a  year.  The  first  person  to  be- 
come a  Patron  was  an  alumnus,  the 
late  Judge  Burns,  followed  by  another 
alumnus,  Dr.  Christopher  J.  Duncan. 
Among  life  members  and  sustaining 
members  the  Alumni  are  well  repre- 
sented. 

The  latest  purchase  made  possible 
by  the  Friends  is  Coventry  Patmore's 
holograph  MS  of  "The  Angel  in  the 
House"  which  the  poet  presented  to 
Alice  Meynell.  The  acquisition  of  this 
MS  makes  the  Boston  College  Col- 
lection of  Patmoreana  the  most  com- 
plete in  this  country  and  probably  the 
most  complete  in  existence.

.sion,  that  besides  Bapst  Library  there 
are  on  the  campus  the  Science  Library 
of  10,104  volumes  and  more  than  365 
descriptions  to  current  periodicals,  the 
library  in  the  College  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration, with  16,304  volumes  and 
224  subscriptions,  a  curriculum  li- 
brary in  the  School  of  Education  has 
5,140  volumes,  and  the  library  to  be 
included  in  the  new  building  to  house 
the  School  of  Nursing  will  have  a 
capacity  of  approximately  18,000  vol- 


umes. The  Law  School  Library  has 
49,582  volumes  and  203  subscriptions 
to  periodicals.  Boston  College  Intown 
has  a  library  of  5,795  volumes  and  74 
subscriptions  to  periodicals;  the  School 
of  Social  Work  7,712  volumes  and  132 
subscriptions,  the  School  of  Xursing, 
in  its  present  quarters,  3,501  volumes 
and  117  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 
This  gives  a  total  of  present  holdings 
on  the  Heights  and  Intown:  392,533 
volumes  and  1,648  subscriptions. 


Sonnets  on  the  Virgin  Mary 

Herbert  A.  Kenny,  reporter  and  editorial  writer  for 
the  Boston  Globe  has  brought  out  in  booklet  form  (Ad- 
vanced Publishing  Co.  $1.50)  the  sonnet  sequence,  "Son- 
nets on  the  Virgin  Mary"  which  originally  appeared  dur- 
ing the  Marian  Year  in  Spirit,  the  magazine  of  the 
Catholic  Poetry  Society  of  America.  The  sonnets  are  well 
worthy  of  this  more  permanent  dress. 

The  sequence  reveals  an  original  and  dedicated  talent 
which  approaches  the  sonnet  form  without  awe  and  with 
considerable  awareness  of  its  elasticity.  Kenny  writes   a 
long,    circumstantial    sentence   which   is    sometimes    awk- 
wardly set  on  the  sonnet  trellis;  he  is  capable  of  a  line 
like:    "Cold  cenobites  of  ego,  ens  apart."  Yet  here  is  a 
poet's  joy  which  finds  its  emblems  in  the  colors  and  con- 
tours of  New  England  fields  and  shores  lovingly  discov- 
ered and  exquisitely  recorded.  In  some  of  the  sonnets  the 
virtuosity  is  no  less  than  brilliant,  unfolding  an  emotion 
imaged  forth  with  startling  vitality. 
Listen: 
When  He  stood  quivering  at  the  wall  of  your  womb 
and  the  world  waited,  those  were  the  dearest  days; 
when  every  cells  in  your  bloodstream  sang  His  praise, 


live  lyres  of  light  in  that  incandescent  room, 

and  your  heart  leaped  like  a  roe  in  its  sacred  traces 

on  its  secret  paths,  and  Elizabeth  cried  with  pain — 

in — pleasure  stabbed  by  the  profligate  graces 

that  spouted  from  you  as  a  mountain  sheds  the  rain. 

Then  He  was  sprung  from  your  flesh  like  the  fire 

of  an  arrow 
and  hooved  up  the  hill  to  His  death  and  our 

tragic  delight 
and  we  shared  in  your  bliss  and  even  your  blood 

was  transmitted 
to  the  silt  of  our  souls,  to  our  veins,  to  our  bones 

and  their  marrow 
when  those  galaxies  rose  from  the  chaos  and  hell 

of  the  night, 
raised  to  the  skies  by  the  greatest  good  ever  committed. 
Mr.  Kenny's  devotion  to  the  craft  of  poetry,  first  evi- 
denced in  the  Stylus,  has  won  him  recognition  in  several 
magazines  and  in  the  revised  Joyce  Kilmer's  Anthology 
of  Catholic  Poets.  In  the  summer  of  1956  he  was  honored 
by  appointment  as  Robert  Frost  Poetry  Fellow  at  the 
Breadloaf  Writer's  Conference.

They  Call  It  Modern  Psychology 


I  ODAY  in  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  when  a  student  speaks  of  his 
"psych  course,"  he  has  to  distinguish: 
philosophical  or  "modern"!  But  if 
you've  been  away  from  the  Towers 
for  more  than  twelve  years,  this  is 
one  difficulty  you've  never  exper- 
ienced. For  it  was  during  the  academic 
year  1947-48,  that  the  department  was 
inaugurated. 

The  dearth  of  Catholics  in  psychol- 
ogy and  the  scarcity  of  Catholic  col- 
leges offering  undergraduate  degrees 
in  psychology  had  long  been  sources 
of  distress  to  many  individuals,  both 
lay  and  clerical.  In  1947,  there  was 
not  one  Catholic  college  for  men  in 
New  England  which  offered  a  full 
undergraduate  program  in  modern 
psychology.  Prompted  by  these  facts 
and  the  return  of  a  great  number  of 
veterans  who,  motivated  by  their  war- 
time experiences,  wished  to  enter  the 
field  (which  was  now  enjoying  an  im- 
petus born  of  its  influence  in  the  de- 
fense effort),  Rev.  James  A.  Moyni- 
han,  S.J.,  suggested  the  creation  of  a 
separate  psychology  department  to 
the  then  dean  of  the  college  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  Rev.  Stephen  Mulc'ahy, 
S.J.,  since  deceased. 

The  program  has  since  flourished. 
Twenty  students  elected  psychology 
as  a  major  during  the  first  year.  To- 
day, 127  of  the  university's  student 
body  are  enrolled  in  one  or  more  of 
the  various  psychology  courses;  this 
includes  30  "majors."  Four  basic  sub- 
jects were  originally  offered.  This 
year,  in  addition  to  related  courses 
found  in  other  departments  and  schools 
of    the    university,    there    are    eleven 


taught  by  the  current  staff  of  three 
professors.  At  its  inception,  the  de- 
partment had  included  only  two  mem- 
bers: Fr.  .Moynihan  and  Mr.  William 
McGill,  who  is  now  an  associate  pro- 
fessor at  Columbia. 

The  faculty  today,  in  addition  to 
Fr.  Moynihan,  includes,  Rev.  John  R. 
McCall,  S.J.,  and  Dr.  Joseph  R.  Cau- 
tela  '49.  Fr.  McCall,  upon  completion 
of  advance  studies  in  Austria,  came 
to  B.C.  as  a  replacement  for  Rev.  Ed- 


ward Nowlan,  S.J.,  who  this  fall,  was 
assigned  to  Rome's  Gregorian  Uni- 
versity. Fr.  Nowlan  had  joined  the 
department  in  1948.  Plans  have  been 
announced  for  the  addition  of  a  new 
laboratory  and  additional  instructors 
for  next  year.  It  is  also  expected  that 
a  graduate  department  of  psychology 
will  be  inaugurated  in  the  near  future. 
All  of  the  above-mentioned  profes- 
sors are  professionally  trained  psychol- 
ogists  who   are   also  members   of  the

American  Psychological  Association, 
the  American  Catholic  Psychological 
Association,  various  other  national  or- 
ganizations, and  the  Massachusetts 
Psychological  Association.  Each  pos- 
sesses his  doctorate  in  the  field  and 
is  certified  by  the  state  Board  of  Cer- 
tification in  Psychology.  Fr.  Moyni- 
han, in  addition,  is  certified  as  a 
Diplomat  in  Counseling  Psychology 
by  the  American  Board  of  Examiners 
in  Professional  Psychology. 

Prolific  writing  is  another  character- 
istic of  the  staff.  To  date,  the  total 
number  of  articles  published  in  major 
periodicals  is  approximately  twenty- 
five,  including  those  written  on  such 
topics  as  psychology  in  education,  re- 
ligion and  psychology,  and  the  limita- 
tions of  psychological  tests.  Currently, 
two  students,  Daniel  Callahan  '59  and 
Daniel  Rosen  '59,  are  participating  in 
a  reaction-time  study  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  Cautela.  Results  of  this 
research  project,  it  is  hoped,  will  also 
be  published  in  a  professional  journal. 

Further  evidence  that  the  psychol- 
ogy major  at  B.C.  does  not  confine 
his  professional  training  to  the  class- 
room is  found  in  the  Psychology  Club. 
One  of  the  most  popular  activities  on 
campus,  the  club  now  includes  over 
100  members,  and  sponsors  semi- 
monthly, hour-long  meetings,  featur- 
ing films,  speakers,  and  panel  discus- 
sions. Many  club-members  also  serve 
as  volunteer  workers  at  the  Children's 
Unit  of  the  Metropolitan  State  Hos- 
pital in  Waltham.  Dr.  Cautela,  who 
serves  as  the  club's  moderator,  is  also 
engaged  in  the  refinement  of  a  "con- 
ditioned machine,"  a  novel,  technical 
development.  Harutune  Mikaelian  '58, 
presently  a  graduate  student  and 
teaching  assistant  at  Brandeis  Uni- 
versity, is  a  co-worker  on  the  project. 


IRADUATES  of  the  department 
are  a  source  of  great  pride  to  the  staff. 
The  number  of  psychology  graduates 
has  been  relatively  small,  however, 
due  to  a  "selection  process"  necessi- 
tated by  the  demands  of  graduate 
work,  an  almost  inevitable  destination 
for  most  "majors."  Since  1947,  seven- 
ty-four degrees  in  psychology  have 
been  awarded;  forty  of  these  went  to 
students  who  were  recommended  for 
graduate  study.  All  of  the  forty  were 
accepted  (54%  of  the  total),  by  such 
institutions  as  Catholic  University, 
Fordham,  Columbia,  Harvard,  Iowa 
State,  Wisconsin,  Purdue,  and  Boston 
University.  Fourteen  (35%)  of  these 
graduates  have  also  won  either  schol- 
arships or  assistantships.  The  class  of 
'58  included  twelve  psychology  majors, 
ni-ne  of  whom  went  on  for  graduate 
work,  while  four  received  scholarships. 
During  the  past  decade,  nine  of  the 
psychology  graduates  have  gained 
coveted  V.A.  scholarships  for  training 
in  clinical  psychology.  Today  former 
B.C.  psychology  majors  may  also  be 
found  as  clinical  psychologists  in  V.A. 
hospitals,  child  clinics,  and  other  simi- 
lar institutions;  in  research  in  industry 
and  the  armed  forces;  in  social  work, 
personnel  and  guidance  work,  and  in 
the  priesthood.  Three  are  now  college 
instructors. 

Since  its  beginning,  the  undergrad- 
uate Department  of  Modern  Psychol- 
ogy has  attempted  to  meet  the  needs 
of  three  classes  of  students.  The  first 
includes  the  majors  aiming  for  profes- 
sional graduate  study:  the  second, 
those  who  wish  to  achieve  a  basic  un- 
derstanding of  human  behavior  as  a 
supplement  to  their  major  field  of 
study  or  anticipated  life's  work.  This 
latter  group  often  includes  those  who 


look  forward  to  careers  in  teaching  or 
law.  The  last  class  is  composed  of 
undergraduates  who  desire  to  pursue 
studies  in  psychology  in  an  effort  to 
implement  their  liberal  education. 

In  addition  to  the  required  philos- 
ophy and  (for  most)  theology  courses, 
General  Modern  Psychology,  Experi- 
mental Laboratory  Psychology,  and 
Statistics  must  be  included  in  the  cur- 
riculum of  all  psychology  majors,  who 
are  also  urged  to  elect  biology  as  their 
science  requirement,  and  to  concen- 
trate on  those  courses  which  will  serve 
to  develop  much-needed  strong  verbal 
and  mathematical  abilities.  Such  stu- 
dents must  achieve  a  minimum  of 
eighteen  credits.  Elective  courses  in- 
clude Psychological  Measurements 
and  Testing,  Clinical  and  Abnormal 
Psychology,  Child  Psychology,  Social 
Psj'chology,  and  History  and  Systems 
of  Psychology.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  chairman  or  a  designated  advisor, 
the  psychology  major  selects  his 
courses,  in  and  out  of  the  department, 
with  a  view  to  the  specific  career  that 
he  wishes  to  engage  in  as  a  psychol- 
ogist. Another  feature  of  the  depart- 
ment is  the  stress  placed  on  the  semi- 
nar approach  in  those  classes  whose 
size  affords  the  opportunity  for  the 
use  of  such  a  technique,  one  which  is 
constantly  practised  by  the  students. 

Psychology  has  gained  great  signi- 
ficance in  almost  every  area  of  human 
endeavour,  although  Catholic  partici- 
pation in  this  most  influential  field 
has  traditionally  been  negligible.  To- 
day Boston  College,  however,  enjoys 
an  enviable  position  as  a  leader  among 
those  Catholic  universities  seeking  to 
change  the  picture,  and  for  its  accom- 
plishments, has  gained  many  well-de- 
served plaudits.  And  the  future  holds 
much  promise.

Particularly,  basketball  coach 
Don  Martin  and  hockey  coach  John 
Kelley. 

And  these  two  outstanding  teachers 
of  the  mid-winter  sports  have  evidence 
to  support  their  feeling  for  the  home 
court  and  the  home  rink. 

As  the  mid-term  exams  idled  the 
athletic  teams  the  basketball  squad 
showed  an  excellent  11-4  record  and 
the  hockey  squad  a  proud  11-3  record. 

Coach  Martin  has  introduced  to  the 
Chestnut  Hill  campus  an  exciting  and 
interesting  basketball  team.  The  sport 
is  comparatively  new  to  the  alumnus, 
long-time  devotee  of  hockey,  but  the 
style  and  players  developed  by  Mar- 
tin are  popularizing  the  game  as  evi- 
denced by  some  capacity  crowds  at 
Roberts  Center.

this  season  would  be  one  of  develop- 
ing sophomores  and  hope  for  the  best.

team.  Junior  Jack  Cusack  of  Arling- 
ton, injured  in  pre-season  practice,  re- 
turned to  strengthen  the  team  further. 

There  are  five  dates  remaining  for 
the  basketball  team  in  Roberts  Center 
and  featured  in  this  lot  are  games 
with  Harvard  on  Feb.  3,  Brandeis  on 
Feb.  10,  the  University  of  Detroit  on 
Feb.  20,  and  Boston  University  on 
Feb.  23. 

A  wind-up  report  on  football.  The 
season  itself  was  highly  successful — 
seven  wins — three  losses  (to  Syracuse, 
Villanova  and  Clemson).  Syracuse 
went  on  to  the  Orange  Bowl  and 
Clemson  to  the  Sugar  Bowl.

Billy 
Brown,  understudy  to  Allard  who  suf- 
fered a  ruptured  spleen  after  the  Vil- 
lanova game  was  voted  the  Tobacco 
Table's  annual  Unsung  Hero  award. 

Sixteen  seniors  wound  up  their  play- 
ing days  at  the  Heights  and  included 
in  this  group  are  most  of  the  1958 
first  string  players.  Still,  just  about  all 
of  the  Eagles'  who  made  up  the  alter- 
nate unit  will  return  for  the  '59  season. 

Next  year's  schedule  offers  a  great 
challenge  for  the  B.C.  football  team 
with  such  opponents  as  Navy,  Army, 
Villanova,  Dartmouth,  Marquette,  De- 
troit, Pittsburgh,  Boston  University 
and  Holy  Cross. 

Bill  Gilligan's  track  squad  formed 
a  winning  habit  last  Fall  during  the 
cross  country  season.

(9-0)  season  in  the  history  of  the 
sport  at  B.C. 
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Bob  O'Leary,  former  Milton  High 
School  star,  capped  a  personally  un- 
defeated season  by  striding  to  a  new 
course  record  on  the  rugged,  moun- 
tainous Amherst  College  course.  O'- 
Leary, a  Rhodes  Scholarship  candi- 
date, is  a  junior  and  is  sure-fire  to 
boost  the  coming  winter  season  ef- 
forts.
